Lansing. Mich. —Michigan taxpay­ 
ers have not been getting a fair 
deal iii connection with their state 
highway construction and m ainte­ 
nance, C harles M. Ziegler, Repub­ 
lican candidate for state highway 
commissioner, declared as he de­ 
parted for a tour of th e upper pen­ 
insula. 
Ziegler is conducting an 
extensive 
campaign 
which 
will 
t a r r y him into every county of the 
sta te prior to election day, April 6. 
“ With a total of $85,000,000 avail­ 
able to tho highway departm ent 
during the past four 
years, 
the 
people have not had sufficient roads 
built 
and 
maintained to w arra n t 
this huge expenditure of funds,” 
Ziegler declared. 
“ Deducting $25,- 
000.OOO for maintenance during that 
period, you have left about $60,000,- 
000 for construction. 
The highway 
de p a rtm en t admits building about 
1.000 miles of 
highways, 
which 
would cost about $60,000 a mile.

believe that his price for roads is 
out of reason. 
The highway d ep a rt­ 
ment has two principal tasks, build 
>g roads and maintaining roads. 
"Too much money supposed to 
go for highway construct ion and 
maintenance is being directed into 
channels to bo used in building up 
strong 
political 
organization,” 
gler (barged. 
“ Titus tile t a x- 
I'.ivers are not getting it fair break 
in this regard,” he said. 
Ziegler also charged 
that 
the 
present state highway departm ent 
is endeavoring to create a vast o r ­ 
ganization by taking over m a inte­ 
nance work on itll state trunk line 
highways. 
The state at the p res­ 
ent time is operating in 41 of the 
S.! counties. 
Ziegler believes that 
the local units should handle this 
work. 
“ I can see no real reason why the 
sta te should u n d ertak e to encroach 
upon counties in this manner.
